The present invention relate to selecting contact records for any geography of any 
size or shape that have a propensity to consume a specific product or service, and delivering 
these records with selected information appended, such as a contact name and a consumption 
propensity score, in a real-time environment over a public network such as the Internet. 

Bates discloses a 
method that implements various intelligent contact management operations to improve the 
productivity of users of electronic messaging systems. However, bates fails to teach a 
contact list wherein the characteristics of the contact list include a number a number of 
records in the contact list, the list specification for the contact list, and a cost of the contact 
list, taken in combination with a real-time, interactive method of building a contact list on a 
computer networked based on selected criteria as recited in independent claim 57. 

The prior art of record is to Bates et al (US Patent No. 6,247,043). Bates disclose a 
method that implements various intelligent contact management operations to improve the 
productivity of users of electronic messaging systems. However, bates et al fail to teach a 
contact list wherein the characteristics of the contact list include a number a number of 
records in the contact list, the list specification for the contact list, and a cost of the contact 
list, taken in combination with a system for interactively generating a contact list in real-time 
based on selected criteria as recited in independent claim 69. 
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The prior art of record is to Bates et al (US Patent No. 6,247,043). Bates disclose a 
method that implements various intelligent contact management operations to improve the 
productivity of users of electronic messaging systems. However, bates et al fail to teach a 
contact list wherein the characteristics of the contact list include a number a number of 
records in the contact list, the list specification for the contact list, and a cost of the contact 
list, taken in combination with a system for interactively building a contact list in real-time 
based on selected criteria as recited in independent claim 75. 

The prior art of record is to Bates (US Patent No. 6,247,043). Bates discloses a 
method that implements various intelligent contact management operations to improve the 
productivity of users of electronic messaging systems. However, bates fails to teach a 
contact list wherein the characteristics of the contact list include a number a number of 
records in the contact list, the list specification for the contact list, and a cost of the contact 
list, taken in combination with a real-time method of building a contact list on a computer 
networked based on selected criteria as recited in independent claim 93. 

The prior art of record is to Bates (US Patent No. 6,247,043). Bates discloses a 
method that implements various intelligent contact management operations to improve the 
productivity of users of electronic messaging systems. However, bates fails to teach a 
contact list wherein the characteristics of the contact list include a number a number of 
records in the contact list, the list specification for the contact list, and a cost of the contact 
list, taken in combination with a real-time system for building a contact list based on selected 
criteria as recited in independent claim 105. 

The prior art of record is to Bates (US Patent No. 6,247,043). Bates discloses a 
method that implements various intelligent contact management operations to improve the

productivity of users of electronic messaging systems. However, bates fails to teach a 
contact list wherein the characteristics of the contact list include a number a number of 
records in the contact list, the list specification for the contact list, and a cost of the contact 
list, taken in combination with a real-time method of building a contact list on a computer 
network based on selected criteria as recited in independent claim 117 and 129.
